University  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Florida  in  Xovember,  1930.  The 
general  nature  of  the  business  of  this  corpora- 
tion is  to  strive  among  its  members  to  maintain 
and  keep  alive  a  sentiment  of  affection  for  Stet- 
son University;  to  unite  the  graduates  of  suc- 
cessive years  by  a  common  tie  of  fellowship; 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  University;  to  issue 
magazines  and  periodicals  and  do  such  other  acts 
as  will  disseminate  information  pertaining  to 
the  Association  and  the  University  among  its 
members  and  to  the  public  at  large;  and  in  every 
manner  and  means  to  encourage  its  members  to 
promote  the  attendance  of  students  at  the  Uni- 
versity and  to  aid  in  such  attendance  financially 
or  in  labor. 

The  Association  maintains  a  central  office  lo- 
cated in  Elizabeth  Hall,  DeLand.  where  a  full 
time  executive  secretary  is  employed  in  carry- 
ing on  the  general  business  of  the  corporation. 

Tlie  Stetson  Alumnus,  a  quarterly,  is  the  of- 
ficial publication  of  the  Association  and  it  has 
received  favorable  comment   from  many  sources. 

A  placement  bureau  is  maintained  by  the  Asso- 
ciation to  help  worthy  students  to  get  summer 
work  and  to  help  the  graduates  get  placed  in 
their   chosen   professions. 

Judge  J.  Ollie  Edmunds,  Jacksonville,  was  pres- 
ident of  the  corporation  when  it  was  formed. 
Governor  Doyle  Carlton  was  president  of  the 
Association  for  19.31,  and  John  Duss  for  1932. 
Chan  Johnson   is   the   executive   secretarv. 
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FRATERNITIES 


Sigma  Nu  was  founded  at  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  Lexington,  Virginia,  on  January  1,  1869. 

The  badge  is  of  gold,  with  five  white  arms 
meeting  in  a  center  of  black  enamel,  on  which 
is  coiled  a  golden  serpent;  each  arm  displays  a 
pair  of  crossed  swords  and  a  letter,  forming 
the  sequence,  ''Sigma  Xu  Eta  Tau  Tau."  The 
pledge  button  is  a  reproduction  of  the  center 
of  the  badge.  Colors  are  gold,  black  and  white. 
The  flower  is  the  white  rose. 

Delta  Mu  chapter,  which  had  existed  as  a 
local  fraternity  on  the  Stetson  campus  for  some 
years,  was  installed  in  1913.  The  present  com- 
mander of  this  chapter  is  Robert  Sandles. 

Delta  Sigma  Phi  was  founded  at  the  College 
of  the  City  of  Xew  York  on  December  10,  1899. 

The  badge  is  diamond  shaped,  displaying  the 
letters  "Delta  Sigma  Phi"  along  its  short  diag- 
onal in  gold  on  a  background  of  black  enamel. 
At  the  upper  apex  is  a  circle  of  white  display- 
ing a  pyramid  of  green.  At  the  lower  apex 
is  a  sphinx  in  gold.  The  pledge  pin  is  a  green 
pyramid  in  a  circle  of  white.  The  flower  is 
the  white  carnation.  The  colors  are  nile  green 
and   white. 

Delta  Chi  chapter  was  installed  in  1925  and 
was  the  outgi'owth  of  the  oldest  fraternity  on 
the  Stetson  campus.  Phi  Kappa  Delta,  which  was 
organized  in  1898.    The  president  is  Frank  Adams. 

Pi  Kappa  Phi  was  founded  at  the  College  of 
Charleston,  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  on  De- 
cember   10,    1904. 

The  badge  is  a  diamond  shaped  emblem  bear- 
ing a   scroll  with   the  Greek  capitals   "Pi  Kappa 
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Phi"  across  the  shorter  diagonal,  with  a  five- 
pointed  gold  star  upon  a  black  field  above  the 
scroll,  and  the  figure  of  a  student's  lamp  in  gold 
on  the  field  below  the  scroll.  The  pledge  button 
is  of  white  enamel,  of  the  same  shape  as  the 
badge,  with  gold  edges  and  a  gold  scroll  across 
the  shorter  diagonal.  The  colors  are  gold  and 
white.      The  flower   is   the   red  rose. 

Chi    chapter,    which  had    existed    as    the    local 

fraternity,    Phi    Beta  Psi,    for    ten    years,    was 

installed  at  Stetson  in  1921.  The  archon  is 
Joseph  Hendricks. 

Pi  Beta  Phi  was  founded  at  Monmouth  Col- 
lege, April  28,  1867. 

The  badge  is  a  tiny  golden  arrow  bearing  the 
letters  "Pi  Beta  Phi"  transversely  on  the  feather, 
with  a  loop  chain  pendant  from  the  shaft.  The 
pledge  pin  is  a  golden  aiTowhead  bearing  the 
letter  '"Beta."  The  colors  are  wine  red  and  silver 
blue.     The   flower  is  the  wine   carnation. 

Florida  Alpha  chapter,  having  existed  for  some 
years  as  a  local  fraternity,  was  established  on 
January  30,  1913.     The  president  is  Betty  Foard. 

Delta  Delta  Delta  was  founded  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity   on    Thanksgiving   Eve,    1888. 

The  official  badges  are:  for  the  first  degree, 
a  silver  trident;  for  the  second  degree,  three  jew- 
eled stars  within  a  crescent  of  gold  of  three 
hundred  degrees,  bearing  three  "Delta's";  for 
the  third  degree,  a  "Delta"  in  white  enamel,  sup- 
ported by  three  "Delta's"  of  gold,  and  inscribed 
in  a  golden  circle,  surrounded  by  six  spherical 
triangles  in  blue  enamel.  The  pledge  pin  is  an 
inverted  delta  surrounded  by  three  "Delta's"  all 
in  green  enamel.  The  colors  are  silver,  gold  and 
blue    (cerulean).     The   flower  is  the  pansy. 
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Alpha  Delta  chapter  was  installed  on  May  17, 
1913.  It  had  previously  existed  as  a  local  for 
some  years.     The  president  is  Jane  Hershey. 

Alpha  Xi  Delta  was  founded  April  17,  1893,  at 
Lombard    College,    Galesburg,    Illinois. 

The  badge  is  a  golden  quill  on  the  feathers  of 
which  are  the  letters  "Alpha  Xi  Delta"  in  bur- 
nished gold.  The  pledge  button  is  black  enamel 
bearing  the  letters  "Alpha  Xi  DeltcT."  The  colors 
are  light  and  dark  blue  and  gold.  The  flower 
is  the  pink  rose. 

Omega  chapter  was  installed  at  Stetson  on 
May  31,  1917.  The  incumbent  president  is  Vir- 
ginia MacKenzie. 

Sigma  Alpha  Phi  is  a  local  fraternity  for 
women  which  was  founded  on  January  11,   1927. 

The  badge  is  of  gold  with  three  black  enamel 
shields  outlined  in  gold  meeting  in  a  circle  of 
black  enamel,  upon  which  is  displayed  a  golden 
olive  branch.  Each  shield  bears  a  letter  of  the 
name,  and  is  tipped  with  pearls.  The  guard  pin 
is  in  the  shape  of  a  crescent  moon.  The  pledge 
pin  is  a  crescent  moon  displacing  the  letters 
Sigma  Alpha  Phi.  The  colors  are  mulberry  and 
green.  The  flowers  are  the  violet  and  Ophelia 
rose. 

The  president  is  Geraldine  Farrar. 

Zeta  Chi  Epsilon  is  an  open  fraternity  for 
women  founded  at  Stetson  on  January  12,  1931. 
Non-fraternity  and  stray  Greek  women  and  the 
women  who  are  members  of  the  professional  fra- 
ternities  are    eligible   for   membership. 

The  colors  are  orchid,  green  and  silver.  The 
flower  is  the  sweet  pea.  The  president  is  Gladys 
Powell. 

Phi  Alpha  Delta  (Legal — Men)  was  founded  in 
Chicago,  Illinois,  November  8,  1902. 
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The  badge  is  an  oblong  hexagonal  shield  with 
concave  sides  displaying  in  vertical  order  a  bal- 
ance and  the  letters  "Phi  Alpha  Delta."  The 
pledge  pin  is  a  keystone  with  the  balance  super- 
imposed in  gold  upon  a  purple  field.  Colors 
are  old  gold  and  purple.  The  flower  is  the  red 
carnation. 

David  J.  Brewer  chapter  was  installed  at  Stet- 
son, April  2,  1915. 

Sigma  Nu  Phi  (Legal — Men)  was  organized  in 
1902  at  the  National  University  School  of  Law, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  badge  is  a  circle  of  purple  enamel  bearing 
the  Greek  letter  of  the  name  above  a  lighted 
lamp,  surrounded  by  a  circle  of  pearls,  at  the 
top  of  M^hich  is  a  gold  owl  perched  on  an  open 
book.  The  chapter  guard  pin  is  attached.  The 
pledge  pin  is  a  gold  owl  with  jeweled  eyes.  The 
colors  are  purple  and  gold.  The  flower  is  the 
white   carnation. 

Phi  Delta  Delta  (Legal — Women)  was  founded 
at  the  University  of  Southern  California,  Col- 
lege of  Law,  November  11,  1911. 

The  colors  are  old  rose  and  violet,  and  the 
flowers  are  roses  and  violets. 

Rho  chapter  was  installed  at  Stetson  in   1923. 

Theta  Alpha  Phi  (Dramatic)  was  organized  in 
Chicago,   December,    1919. 

The  badge  is  a  comico-tragic  mask  of  gold 
crowned  with  four  rubies  bearing  the  black 
enameled  letters  "Theta  Alpha  Phi"  on  the  left 
eye,  nose  and  right  eye  respectively.  The  colors 
are  purple  and  white.  Dr.  Stover,  director  of 
dramatics  at  Stetson,  is  national  president  of 
this  fraternity. 

Florida  Alpha  chapter  was  established  in  De- 
cember,  1919. 
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Phi  Beta  (IMusic  and  Drama — Women)  was 
foiintled  May  5,  1912,  at  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity. 

The  badge  is  a  monogram  of  the  two  Greek 
letters  in  the  name  of  the  organization.  The 
"Phi"  is  set  with  pearls.  The  pledge  pin  is  a 
small  gold  "Phi."  The  colors  are  violet  and 
gold;   and  the  flowers,  Ward  rose  and  violet. 

Eta  chapter  was  established  December  20,  1912. 

Pi  Kappa  Sigma  (Normal — Women)  was 
founded  at  Ypsilanti,  Michigan,  at  the  Michigan 
State    Teachers'    College,  November    17,    1894. 

The  badge  is  a  modified  triangle,  shield  form, 
of  black  enamel,  displaying  the  letters  "Pi  Kappa 
Sigma"  and  a  lamp,  carrying  a  diamond  sur- 
rounded by  thirteen  gold  rays.  The  colors  are 
turquoise  and  blue.  The  flowers,  the  forget- 
me-not  and  jonquil. 

Alhpa  Theta  chapter  was  installed  in  May, 
1929. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu,  national  social  science  honor 
societ}^  was  founded  at  Southwestern  College, 
Winfield,  Kansas,  December  1,   1924. 

Florida  Gamma  chapter  was  established  at 
Stetson  in  February,   1929. 

Pi  Gamma  Mu  is  a  National  Social  Science 
Honor  Society  whose  purpose  is  the  inculcation 
of  the  ideals  of  scholarship,  scientific  attitude 
and  method  and  social  service  in  relation  to  all 
social   problems. 

The  Order  of  Torch  and  Scroll  was  founded  at 
Stetson  on   January   14,    1926. 

This  is  an  honorary  society  recognizing  schol- 
arship and  leadership.  The  colors  are  crimson 
and  old  gold. 

Pi   Sigma   Phi    (Business — W^omen). 
13 
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Alpha  chapter  was  established  at  Stetson  in 
May,    1926. 

The  Oxford  Fellowship   (Men). 

The  Stetson  chapter  of  the  Oxford  Fellowship 
was   established   at    Stetson   in    September,    1928. 

This  fraternity  is  composed  of  young  men 
who  liavo  banded  themselves  together  to  extend 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ  and  promote  the  challenge 
of  Christian  service  and  Spirit  of  Fellowship. 

Gamma  Sigma  Epsilon  (Honorary  Chemical) 
was  organized  at  Davidson  College  in  Januarv. 
1920. 

The  badge  is  a  ten  sided  shield  near  the  top 
of  which  is  an  "X"  ray  radiating  light;  near 
the  bottom  is  a  chemical  balance  and  across  the 
center  the  Greek  letter  Gamma  Sigma  Epsilon. 
"We  welcome  this,  our  baby  fraternity.  It  was 
installed  on  the  Stetson  campus  May,  1932.  The 
president   is   Frank    Spencer.

1.  It  is  no  disgrace  not  to  be  asked  to  join 
a    social   fraternity. 

2.  Don't  join  a  fraternity  because  of  its  age, 
wealth,  or  prominent  alumni:  but  choose  the 
one  with   the   most   congenial  group. 

3.  The  cost  of  a  social  fraternity  averages 
from  fifty  to  seventy-five  dollars  for  initiation, 
and   the   dues   rarely   run   over   87.50   per   month. 

4.  The  honorary  fraternities  are  always  on 
tlie  lookout  for  those  students  who  win  distinc- 
tion  in  their   music,   dramatics,  law  classes,   etc.

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ORGANIZATIONS 


MUSICAL 

Glee  Club — The  Stetson  Glee  Club  has  an  en- 
viable reputation  throughout  Florida  where,  each 
year,  it  appears  in  concert  in  the  principal  cities. 
The  Fall  and  Spring  tours  make  the  Glee  Club 
a  popular  organization  to  belong  to.  All  stu- 
dents of  the  University  are  eligible  to  try  out 
for  the  glee  club  but  the  soloists  must  be  stu- 
dents of  the  Department  of  Music. 

Orchestra — The  orchestra,  a  complete  symphony 
of  from  thirty  to  forty  pieces,  was  organized  to 
give  the  students  the  opportunity  of  ensemble 
experience.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  student 
the  most  important  feature  is  the  yearly  trips 
to  the  principal  cities  of  the  state  where  con- 
certs are  given.  Radio  programs  have  been  added 
to  the  activities.  To  the  campus,  the  orchestra 
furnishes  all  the  music  for  its  varied  activities. 
The  dramatic  department  depends  upon  the  or- 
chestra for  theatre  music  for  all  their  plays. 

Band — A  Concert  Band  of  forty  pieces  is  a 
feature  of  the  athletics.  The  band  accompanies 
the  football  team  to  nearby  games. 

RELIGIOUS 

The  Christian  Association — Meetings  are  held 
W'cekly  in  a  special  hall  for  the  purpose.  The 
young  women  meet  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  four 
o'clock.  Group  meetings  are  held  once  a  week 
in   each  of  the  dormitories. 

The  Young  Women's  Auxiliary — The  Young 
Women's  Auxiliary  is  a  group  of  Baptist  girls, 
which  holds  its  meeting  twice  a  month.   It  fosters 
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vesper  services  in  the  dormitories  and  in  every- 
way seeks  to  strengthen  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
student  body. 

Baptist  Student  Union — The  Baptist  Student 
Union  is  composed  of  all  the  Baptist  students 
enrolled  in  Stetson.  The  greater  part  of  the 
work  is  carried  on  by  a  council  which  includes 
representatives  from  each  religious  organization 
on  the  campus,  the  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U., 
Y.  W.  A.,  and  Oxford  Fellowship.  The  council 
seeks  to  have  the  members  join  the  local  church 
and  to  take  an  active  part  in  at  least  one  of 
the  religious   organizations   of  the    campus. 

ATHLETICS 

At  Stetson  athletics  both  for  young  men  and 
young  women  are  directly  under  faculty  con- 
trol. Ample  provision  is  made  for  all  forms  of 
college  sport,  intercollegiate  games  are  arranged 
for  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the  physical 
condition  and  needs  of  all  members  of  the  stu- 
dent body.

Women's  Athletic  Association — 4\-ny  young 
woman  may  belong  to  this  association  whether 
she  is  interested  in  basket  ball  or  ping-pong, 
hockey  golf  or  golf,  archery,  baseball,  hiking, 
tennis,  volley  ball,  handball  or  quoits.
